One of the several skeletons in the national 
closet rattled its bones again when the Census 
Bureau announced that with tabulation work 85 
per cent complete it discovers the increase in city 
population to be seven and a half times as rapid 
as the increase in rural population. 
Facts like these turn up so often that the mind 
refuses to react. Abandoned farms, short crops 
and.high food prices have lost their terror, but 
still the problems presented are real and serious. 
As a gener al thing when people think about them 
at all they say that means must be found to turn 
the tide the other way. “Back to the farm” was 
a popular cry not many years ago, but now the 
City National Bank of New York comes forward

Since social life and the conditions of living 
are on tjie whole rather pleasanter for most peo­ 
ple in communities than on isolated farms, it is 
argued that the thing to do is to take the farm 
laborer back and forth between home and work 
just as city laborers travel. The distances covered 
by city workers in going to their places of em­ 
ployment may be as great as the distances be­ 
tween towns and farms.

and motor buses might suffice to concentrate the

Japan Raising Medicinal Herbs. 
Prices of all medicines have in­ 
creased to such a degree in Japan 
since the outbreak of the war that 
the Japanese Medical 
Investigation 
association has undertaken, with the 
aid of the department of home af­ 
fairs, to stimulate the growth of 
medicinal herbs of all kinds, and at 
the same time to prevent the expor­ 
tation of all medicines from the coun­ 
try. The Hocbl of Tokyo regrets that 
Japan still has to import medicinal 
herbs to manufacture its medicines. 
Many varieties of these herbs are cul­ 
tivated in Japan, bat the government 
has not especially encouraged the in­ 
dustry. 
An experimental station was 
established In Tokyo about 1888, many 
of the plants being,brought from Ger­ 
many, but the station was abandoned 
in 1888. The Hochi argues that Japan 
can und should produce moat erf her 
own medicines.
